C om ling h ad evidently become 
the victim o f sirgular hallucinations iu con­ 
sequence o t cire.m stances for which lie was 
not altogether hm self accountable. 
W hen a 
man, who is n atirally inclined to inordinate 
self-esteem, find h im self constantly surround­ 
ed by flatterers, vho n ev er cease to speak to 
him of his supenr>rity oyer all other men, and 
in all things bov 
his w ill, he will finally 
him self believe 4ij'.is ow n sublim ity, and mis­ 
take his relatioi 
to th e universe, 
lie will 
gradually begin :c look upon him self as the 
center of creatim ;md reg ard the gratification 
of his seltislm esi is an inborn right which 
everybody else l hound to respect. 
He was 
so overwhelm ing ii liis consciousness of gran­ 
deur, th at it g a t iiiin 110 concern when he 
made enem ies. Ii w as ra th e r a pleasure to 
him to offend. 
Lt becam e n atu ral to hint to 
hate. So h e m ale one enem y after another. 
T hey could not in ju re him as long as they 
were few. 
Buthe managed to increase their 


number until they exceeded the number of 
his friends. 


But more th a n th a t. 
H ere was a man of 
ability whose se lf-co n ceit, stim ulated by the 
reckless flattery o f h is follow ers, made it ap­ 
pear superfluous to h im to learn. 
He was 
constantly toltl th a t lie w as a very great states­ 
man and he re a d ily believed, it, without feel­ 
ing the necessity o f stu d y in g th o s e great ques­ 
tions of p u b lic co n cern , a thorough under­ 
standing and w ise tre a tm e n t of which is the 
lirst requisite o f tru e statesm anship. 
And so 
it happened th a t w ith reg ard to the most im­ 
portant problem s o f o u r day, the opinions of 
this prom inent p a rty lead er had no weight 
whatever. It a p p e a re d som etim es even doubt­ 
ful w hether h e h a d an y . I f he had, they were 
the crude im p ressio n s of ignorance, or at best 
of half know ledge, 
l i e p u t forth his “great 
efforts” alm ost ex clu siv ely 
011 questions in 
which personal or p a rty pow er was involved. 
Power was h is o b je c t; n o t power for the pur­ 
pose of accom plishing statesm anlike ends, but 
power for its ow n sa k e, to be employed only 
for the purpose o f acquiring; more power. 
It 
is questionable w h e th e r in using his power it 
gave him m ore p le a s u re to reward his friends 
or to punish h is o p p o n en ts. 


One of his g re a t b o asts w as his unswerving 
party fidelity.

come so accu sto m ed to look upon his own

It is per­

conceit he w as p e rfe c tly honest. 
Anyopi>»si 
tion to his a u th o rity in the p a r t y appeared to 
him like an act o f rebellion against a legiti­ 
mate ruler, an d in th is sta te the well organized 
and disciplined fo rce of his retainers was for 
1 considerable tim e stro n g enougi\ to execute 
the political d eath w a rra n ts decreed by him. 
He was easily led to believe that on the na­ 
tional field h e w a s as strong as for a Iohl 
time he had been a t hom e, but there he over­ 
reached him self. 
H e failed at the Chica­ 
go convention in im posing his will upon the 
republican p arty , a n d w hen he tried to sub­ 
jugate P resid en t G arfield's administration tc 
ins will, and fo u n d th a t his opponents were 
as well considered as 
him self, he had to re­ 
sort to w hat lie. th o u g h t w as a terrible co»/ 
i V c t d t . 
H is o rg an s announced that something 
awfui was lo com e. 
T h a t ¿¡omctlung a 
was his resig n atio n . 
M any have speculated 
profoundly u p o n 
w h at his motives might 
have been in resig n in g . 
H e simply expected 
that the w hole A m erican people would stand 
aghast at th e th o u g h t of losing him from the 
political sta g e : th a t th e senate would not 
dare think fo r a m om ent of confirming Mr, 
Robertson in his ab se n c e ; that tin; legislature 
of New Y o rk 
w ould at once be 011 their 
knees begging h im to go back to the senate, 
and that public, op in io n would wrathfully 
condemn an a d m in istratio n which had reck 
lessly exposed th e country to the danger of 
losing Roscoe C onk lin g 's services. 


We know how te rrib ly he was mistaken. 
Instead of th e leg islatu re imploring him to g( 
hack to the sen ate, h e had to beg the legisla­ 
ture to send him b ack . 
Tho stern partisan, 
so boastful of h is p a rty fidelity, went even si 
far as to’p lan a c o a l i t i o n with the democrats 
for his benefit. 
A ll in vain. 
The greatness 
built upon th e p o w er to grant favors and to 
punish opposition began at once to crumble. 
It was at last discovered that he was not gen­ 
uine; not g e n u in e as a statesm an, for he had 
not been a 
lead er of (.»pinion; not genuine 
even as a p a rtisa n , fo r he had iv't hesitated to 
sacrifice th e ascen d an cy of his party in order 
to serve his ow n in terests. 
All that remained 
was the pom p of an im pressive personality, 
the rem iniscence o f form er power, and per­ 
haps in the m in d s of tim id persons the appre­

U u t the gilt was off: the 
inferior m etal h ad appeared, and even if the 
gilt could be put- 011 again, it would deceive 
nobody, for th e su b stan ce beneath is known. 


W H E R E IS IT? 


The Mighty Brain of Voltaire Lost to the World. 
Few travellers, says the Parisian, who have 
istenetl to th e ta lk of the guardian in front of 
the cenotaph of V o ltaire in the vaults of the 
Panthéon, rem em ber th e strange vicissitudes 
through w hich th e g reat sceptic's mortal re­ 
m ains have passed. 
In 1TTS Voltaire, at the 
height of his glory, died at the house of the 
M arquis de V illette. 
B ut the clergy were 
afraid of V oltaire, even w hen dead, and it was 
arranged th a t lie should be buried in Cham­ 
pagne in th e abby of Scellieres, where the 
Abbé M ignot, a so rt of cousin to Voltaire, 
consented to receive his body, which was ac­ 
cordingly tak en aw ay from Paris by night and 
conveyed to C ham pagne. 
It was brought 
back to P aris in lT'Jl, and solemnly placed 111 
the P anthéon. 
O ne May night in 1814 the 
tom bs of V oltaire and Rousseau were broken 
open, and the bones of the two most famous 
F renchm en of th e last century were taken out 
of the leaden coffins by som e fanatical legiti­ 
mists, p u t into a cab, and carried to the Bar­ 
rière de la G are, opposite Bercy, where they 
were throw n into a hole previously prepared, 
and then covered w ith quick-lime. 
All that 
now exists of V o lta ire ’s rem ains is the heart, 
and, perhaps, th e brain. T he heart was placed 
by 2»I.Victor D u ru y in the Bibliothèque Nation­ 
ale, in the m iddle of a room containing a col­ 
lection of the different editions of his works. 
-Vs for the brain, a curious story is told ahout 
it. 
W hen V o ltaire died the task of embalm­ 
ing his body w as instrusted to M. M itouanl, u 
notable surgeon, w ho kept for him self the 
philosopher's b rain preserved in spirits of 
w ine.” 
T w ice d u rin g Ins lifetim e M itouanl 
offered V o ltaire’s b rfu \ to the Bibliotheque 
N ationale; th e first- 
fri-ho governm ent re- 
fcisetl to acce p t'tn e ga^A -he second time, af­ 
ter the revolution of 1S80, 110 reply whatever 
was m ade to M itouard’s offer. 
M itouanl’s 
daughter in h erited th e brain 011 her father's 
death, and gave it to her cousin, a M. Paul 
V erdier, a ' barrister. 
T his gentleman, who 
died ill 1S5S. bequeathed this brain to the 
A cadem ie F rançaise, but that learned body 
refused the gift, n o t having any reliquary in 
which to place th is depot inattendu. 
In 1S70, 
Mlle. V irginie M itouanl, at the time of her 
death w as in possession of the precious brain, 
which she bequeathed to a certain M. La 
Brosse-Torcher. a chem ist's assistant, living 
in Rue Coqitiliere. 31. La. Bross-Torcher, died 
in his tu rn shortly afterw ard, and this brain 
of V oltaire w as sold by auction with the fur­ 
niture and o ther belongings of the deceased. 
W ho b o u g h t it? W h at lias b eco m c of <t‘.’ Who 
can reveal th e last stage of the strange adven­ 
tures and peregrinations of the mighty brain 
of V oltaire?

ENGLAND AND FR EE TRADE. 


A few days ago a petition in favor of pro­ 
tective m easures signed by s.non Inborers in 
Sheffield w as sen t to parliam ent. 
This is re­ 
garded as evidence of the truth of the often 
repeated sta te m e n t th at England is drifting 
tow ard protection. 
T he discussion over the 
A nglo F rench com m ercial treaty also gives 
som e color to th is itlea. 
in lsoo a treaty was 
concluded by w hich France agreed not to 
charge m ore th an th irty per cent, ad m lorcui 
on E nglish goods and England agreed to re­ 
ceive F rench goods free of duty. 
A pparently 
this w as a one-sided treaty in iavor of France. 
B ut recently F rance notified England that she 
should cease a fte r the proper notification to 
observe the treaty , intending to raise the tariff 
on E nglish goods to a prohibitory one. 
The 
English 
m erchants then 
demanded 
that 
retaliatory 
m easures 
be adopted. 
The re­ 
sult 
of this 
w ould 
injure 
France more 
than E ngland 
because, 
twenty 
per 
cent, 
of F rench exports go to England and only 
ten per cent of E ngland's to France. 
Such a 
m easure w ould enable English merchants to 
m ore than get even with France, and hence 
has been favored. 
B ut it is by no means cer­ 
tain th a t F ran ce w ill be foolish enough to in­ 
vite sueh retaliation. 
But it is said these two 
things show th a t England is approaching a 
protective policy. 
This is about as logical as 
most inferences by protectionists. 
The Shef­ 
field petition w as signed just as the greenback 
craze prevailed am ong our laboring classes in 
’73-7S. T he Sheffield laborers were in distress, 
and favored any th in g that was a change. 
As 
to th e latter m ovem ent, it is inspired by spite 
and w ould apply to only one country. 
A lit­ 
tle reflection m u st m ake it obvious that Eng­ 
land is v itally interested in retaining her pres­ 
ent system . 


T h e m ain object of protection is to foster 
hom e industries. 
T his is clone by placing 
such a d uty 011 foreign m anufactures that the 
sam e articles can be m anufactured at home 
and sold at a profit for less than the price of 
foreign m anufactures w ith the duty added. 
H as E ngland an y object in pursuing such a 
policy ? 
Aa-e a a y of her industries stagnant 
because foreign m anufactures are being pour­ 
ed into her m ark ets at a less price than Eng­ 
lish 
m echanics 
can 
m anufacture ? 
The 
signers of th e Sheffield petition even will an­ 
sw er this in the negative. 
The imports main­ 
ly consist of six articles as follows in the order 
of th eir v a lu e :

Sonic days ago the Denver Inter-Ocean,hav­

Dr. Boynton the Family Physician's A c­ 
count.

k w Y o k k , July 25.—The Tribune's W ash­ 
ington correspondent interviewed Dr. Boyn­ 
ton, the president's family physician, last night 
w ho said: “ We are feeling very good to-night. 
Things have not been very well for three; days 
and the president has evidently not been as 
well. 
A fter dressing the wound he has been 
found to be very much exhausted. 
Night be­ 
fore last, he was pretty well tired out after the 
evening dressing and a high fever came on: 
very likely he had a slight, chill in his sleep 
but we did not knowr it. 
We are very certain 
of it now and he had a restless bad night. He 
w akened up in the morning feeling very weak 
and rather badly and before noon he had that 
chill. 
It was a severe one: he shook for a 
long time. 
That was accompanied by vomit­ 
ing a number of times, throwing up green 
m atter. 
Of course his pulse ran up. 
At one 
tim e it reached R!2. 
Ills temperature reached 
104, which was rather alarming. We of course

The 
confidence and self-possession manifested in 
ail their operations are very reassuring and 1 
look for a constant improvement from this 
time. 
He may have a recurrence of chills 
and alternate symptoms, but we feel that he 
ought to get welt and in all probability will. 
He will have some little set backs, he could 
hardl.x help that. 
We felt relieved yesterday 
as soon as thcuccunmlation of pus wa.s found. 
If it had not been found matters might have 
been much more serious."

at 10 o'clock to-night Dr. 
Bliss said the. president has had, generally 
speaking, a very quiet and comfortable day. 
There has been no recurrence of rigor and 
up to :> p. m. the patient was entirely free 
from fever. 
At that hour, however, the daily 
febrile rise began and continued until the 
evening 
examination, 
when 
the 
pulse 
reached

degrees. 
Since then both have slowly but 
steadily fallen. 
This febrile rise is the usual 
afternoon fever which the patient had all last 
week, and although it. is more strongly mark­ 
ed to-day than previous to the formation of 
the pus cavity Saturday does not, in the 
judgem ent of the surgeons, point to any dis­ 
turbance or indicate any unfavorable change. 
It will probably subside entirely before mid­ 
night. 
The nourishment given to-day consist­ 
ed of milk, beef extract and a little toast and 
was sufficient in quantity to fully maintain, 
the patient's strength. 
No anodynes were ad­ 
ministered through the dav, but the usual 
hypodermic injection of about one-eighth of a 
grain of sulphate of morphia was given after 
dressing the wound this evening. 
There has 
been a fairly copious discharge of pus from 
the new incision made yesterday and its char­ 
acter is perfectly healthy. 
About two and 
a half tablespoonsful were obtained when the 
wound was dressed this morning and au 
equal quantity to-night besides that taken up 
by being absorbed iu the cotton during the 
day. 
The pressure upon the front wall of the 
abdomen increases the outflow and for that 
reason the amount discharged during the ex­ 
amination is much greater than that which 
flows naturally in the intervening interval.

Should, however, another cavity 
form its existence it would bo at once indi­ 
cated by a general constitutional disturbance 
which it would cause. 
“There’s no danger”

These symptoms would at once show the na­ 
ture of the disturbing inlluence."

Incidents of Travel from' So­ 
corro to Albuquerque. 


Some of the Experiences and 
Observations of a Lady 
Tourist. 


From an occasion al correspondent o f tho G a­ 
z e t t e . 
Much of the journey up the Kio (Jrando 
valley by wagon roacl is, though toilsome, 
highly entertaining, 
Because of the sea of 
sand to be traversed, five miles a day is con­ 
sidered good progress. 
It is, however, far 
from cheeving to the traveler, who is called 
upon to pitch his tent in this weary desert. 
The dread of waking, if he sleeps at all, to 
find his house blown over, because not found­ 
ed upon a rock, adds nothing to his peace of 
mind. 
An 
occasional 
Mexican plunging 
through the arid deeps on horseback, affords 
temporary relief to the monotony for miles 
continuous. 
W ith the encouraging remark 
wilo xcnc, bad sand, even he disappears from 
view. 


Ir contrast with the many squalid [adobe 
towns on the way to Albuquerque, one or two 
deserve notice for their neat aiul thrifty ap­ 
pearance. Bellinne fifty, and Bernalillo twen­ 
ty miles from the cit}-, are quite attractive. 
A t the latter place a few imposing dwellings, 
adobe, but two-storied, indicate the homes of 
wel 1-to-do Americans. 


Camping one night among sand hills, the 
heads of two or three Indians peering over 
the sum m it of one of the largest of the hills 
proved a forerunner of the next day’s exper­ 
ience. 


On the morrow, our party dined in full 
view of the Pueblo Indian town, Isletta. 
At 
that distance eager imaginations pictured it 
as something w ildly romantic and worthy a 
closer inspection. 
What was my disappoint­ 
ment to iind it even more irregular and squalid 
tlnm the worst Mexican settlement yet beheld. 
Our driver certainly piloted us through either 
by instinct or pure luck, as there was literally 
no street or passage to lead the way. 
We 
squirmed in and out among the dirty houses, 
ignorant of where we were coming out, or 
what we might unwittingly get into. 
All the 
squaws, old Indians and children emerged 
with mysterious suddenness like ants from a 
disturbed ant hill, as we passed along. The 
older ones, ornamented with bright, and many 
eolored belts and bandannas, chose the most 
commanding situations for an unobstructed 
view, staring with arms akimbo till our majes­ 
tic mule team disappeared from sight. 
The 


howl like cries of murmuring demons ascends 
from the eight or ten throats behind us. 
It 
contiues until solid footing Is gained some 
yards from the bank. Then, happily, the cry 
bueno, all right, recalls to mind th at instead 
of crossing some dismal stream of the lower 
regions we have just reached the eastern bank 
o f the Big river of the Mexicans and are in 
th e suburbs of one of their big cities. 


A brief visit shows Albuquerque to be a 
lively town of business. Enough buildings 
have been modernized by means of porches 
and additional stories to tone down the rough, j 
inartistic appearance of the piace in a great I 
degree. A few impressed me as wholly Amer­ 
ican in design. 
! 


E ith er a Mexican funeral or other import­ 
a n t religious service was in progress tl.at day. 
T he long procession still pouring in from the 
country affords an excellent opportunity for 
observation, which was well rewarded. 
For, 
of the señoras and señoritas, a large propor­ 
tion tripped along with a show of pride and 
satisfaction at being in neat dresses and bon­ 
nets, conforming to American style. 
W hat a 
relief from the full ungraceful skirts, and 
black shawl always thrown cornerwise over 
the heads of the wearer in most parts of the 
territory.

The dark spur just mentioned 
formed the background against which the 
village nestled close.

feature was a massive adobe church with a 
clumsy, mound-like dome. 
Next the church 
was a broad, liat siructure, scarce a man’s 
height. 
Its object tould not be divined, 
though it resembled a sort of forum. The 
houses looked neat and regular, the whole 
breathing an air of antiquity. The tones of a 
peculiar sounding bell, like the notes produc­ 
ed by the alternate strokes on two tin pans of 
different key, mingled with the shouts of the 
Indians, came to our ears from below.

MEASURING FLOWING WATER, 


How the State Engineer Gets at the Con­ 
tents of the Poudre. 


The Fort Collins Express gives the follow­ 
ing interesting account of how the amount of 
water passing a given point in a river per sec­ 
ond is computed: 
“Mr. Green, the state en­ 
gineer, has stretched three lines across the 
’oudre river, making the distance from the 
upper to the lower line one hundred feet. On 
these three lines he has placed tags, four feet 
apart clear across the river, so that the (Us­ 
ance to any point can be easily and quickly 
ead. Then surface tloats are thrown in 
above the lines, and, as they float down, the 
distance from the shore is called as the float 
passes each line. The exact time that it takes 
the tloat to traverse the one hundred feet is 
also taken. 
The same method is used with 
deep water floats. By this means the exact 
amount of water passing a point per second 
can he easily determined. 
The depth of the 
water in the river was taken at the com 
menceinent of the work, anil measurements 
of the stage of water are taken each day, and 
complete records of these are kept."

Rapidly Laying the Third Eail Between 
Denver and Pueblo, 


The work of putting down the third rail on 
th e Denver & l!io Grande railway between 
D enver and Pueblo is rapidly progressing, 
and over thirty miles are now completed and 
th e whole will be laid in a few weeks, and 
th u s facilitate through shipments between the 
east and Denver as well as Pueblo without 
th e necessity of transfer as heretofore. 
The 
S an Juan extension will be completed to its 
principal town, Durango, this week, and the 
Gunnison extension to Gunnison City by 
A ugust 10th. 
Shipments are being held to 
aw ait completion of these extensions and 
som e hauling by teams. 
Crested Butte will 
be reached in August, and the Ruby mines 
w ithin a fortnight thereafter. 
Grading is 
nearly finished to the anthracite coal fields be­ 
yond Gunnison City, which will be tapped by 
October, as also the Red Cliff silver mines. 
T he travel on the whole line is larger than it 
has ever been.

MINES ON THE RESERVATION. 


Decision of the Land Office Commissioner. 


The commissioner of the general land office, 
in reply to the settlers upon the mineral lands 
of the Ute reservation, says: 
“In your com­ 
munication, you request to be informed by 
what means persons now in occupation of val­ 
uable mining claims, which within a few 
months have been ascertained to be within the 
limit«! of the TTte reservation ¡nay main lain liieir 
possession. 
Y ou m aintain that these claims 
have been located at various times since 1870, 
under the supposition th at they were situ­ 
ated upon 
public lands subject to sale, 
and 
outside 
the 
Indian 
reservation; 
that the claims 
have 
been 
sold 
in in­ 
stances for 
large sum s of money (aggre­ 
gating from 
-S3,000,000 
to 85,000,000) to 
equally innocent 
purchasers; 
and 
that 
since the fact th at these claims are situated in 
Indian country has been ascertained, many 
of them have been ‘ju m p ed ’ by outside par­ 
ties. 
N otw ithstanding the hardships which 
accrue from the facts stated, it is perfectly 
clear that none of the locations made an; le­ 
gal, and the locaters w ere and are trespassers, 
though, perhaps, not intentionally so. The 
‘jumpers’ are w ilful trespassers. 
Xo valid 
possessory title has been or can be acquired 
until the land is declared subject to occupa­ 
tion, and the parties w ho have made locations 
and those who have purchased claims, have 
no possessory rights w hich can be maintain­ 
ed.”

Still Investigating1 the Crooked "Ways of 
Dodge. 


S an F u \.\( iscA, July 27. — in the mint in­ 
vestigation to-dav Alex .Martin, m elter and re­ 
finer. was on the stand, 
lie testified that the 
Northern Belle bullion was sometimes fit for 
cdining, sometimes otherwise. 
The coiner 


had frequently complained of it when found 
unfit. 
If proper deductions had been made 
the great losses of lxso would have been 
avoided. 


The question oi admitting evidence regard­ 
ing the previous administration of tin' mint, 
was argued at length and decided in the affir­ 
mative, the counsel of Dodge claiming it 
would disprove the leading charge fit' Page 
that Dodge had received low grade bullion 
from the Anglo-Cali fornian bank without 
making proper deductions by an arrangement 
with the president of that bank'. 


The witness continued that the Northern 
Belle and similar low grade bullion had been 
received during the previous administration, 
and that lie had received no special instruc­ 
tions from Dodge relative to N orthern Belle 
buiia.ii, but those which were given concern­ 
ing all the low grade lmli on received.

favoritism had been shown the A nglo-Califor- 
nian bank. 
On cross-examination the witness 
testified that there was nothing secret, in the 
fact of tin* loss sustained on low grade bul­ 
lion.

FRANCE AND SPA IN . 


An Interchange of Notes on Indemnity. 
P a im s , .July M7.—In reply to the Spanish 
note the French government declines to admit 
the claims for indemnity made for the Madrid 
government on behalf of Spanish residents 
and s.ono fugitives who returned to their na­ 
tive country after the Arab raid in June. 
It 
declares itself ready, however, to pay blood 
money or compensation to relatives of victims 
as in the previous Arab rebellions. 
Sums 
w ould be paid to French and Spanish colonists 
aiil.e and recovered later from the Arab tribes. 
\ regular inquiry and international commis­ 
sion of arbitration may determ ine the amount 
of material damage suffered at Oran by the 
Spaniards. 
Prior to acting on the decision of 
such commission France could exact a settle­ 
ment of all the French outstanding claims for 
loss in harvest and cantonal risings altogether 
over 10,000.000 pesetas. In its note the French 
cabinet expresses itself severely without re­ 
gard to t he aggressive tone of the Madrid press 
and the efforts made in Algeria by Spanish 
a,gents to induce their compatriots to return to 
the peninsula even after the fears of fresh 
raids had disappeared.

The Premature Publication m ay Hinder In­ 


vestigations. 


Lon;>on, July -J7.—It is feared that the 
premature publication of the facts about the 
seizure of the infernal machines will render 
inactive some important investigations now' in 
progress and destroy the chance of discover­ 
ing tin? senders. 
One of the m achines retain­ 
ed at the head constable's office, 
Liverpool 
is described as very beautifully and most 
effectively designed. Although the machines 
are all charged with an explosive substance, 
there is tolerably conclusive evidence that 
there was no intention on the part of the 
senders that tbev should explode in the hold 
of the steamer while in transit from Boston 
to Liverpool. 
The machine is enclosed in an 
oblong case of zinc of which it occupies 
the 
upper portion. 
There is clock 
work 
arranged 
which 
upon 
being 
set 
runs 
about .six hours: then it causes a lever to de­ 
scend upon a tube, bearing a cap and com­ 
municating with the lower half of the case. 
The tube is filled with explosives which, upon 
being fired, sets off a detonating cap placed 
in the middle of a dynamite compound in the 
bottom of the case. 
The presum ption is that 
the machines were intended for the destruc­ 
tion or injury of public buildings throughout 
the country, in accordance w ith the avowed 
Fenian programme. 
U nfortunately the gov­ 
ernment has reason to believe the same warn­ 
ing voice which conveyed the intimation of 
its expected arrival, also w arned the senders 
and consignees. 


A SEN'S It! I.E COMMENT. 


L o n d o n , July 27.—The Pail M all Gazette, 
in a leading article referring to the Irish press 
of America says: 
If the A m erican govern­ 
ment should suppress their odious newspapers 
to-morrow, the conspirators who devised the 
infernal machines, if we accept the theory 
they were devised by Fenians,are not the kind 
who need sanguinary leading articles to set 
them to other detestable work. 
They may be 
presumed to be cool calculating and unscrupu­ 
lous men who will certainly not let O'Donovan 
Bossa let out their secrets.

C om m enting upon th e d u ties of the office 
of vice president in the F ed eralist Alexander 
H am ilton said: 


“■The a p p o in tm en t o f an extraordinary person 
a* v ice p resid en t has b een o b jected to as super­ 
fluous, if not m isch ie v o u s. 
It has been alleged 
that it w ould h a v e b een p refera b le to have au­ 
thorized th e sen a te to e le c t ou t o f their body an 
ollieer a n sw erin g to that d escrip tio n . 
JJut two 
considerations seem to ju s tify th e ideas of the 
con ven tion in th is resp ect. 
O ne isthat. to secure 
all tim es th e p o ssib ility o f a d efin ite resolution

The constitution certain ly conceives of the 
vice president acting as p resid en t provisional­ 
ly. 
It is not necessary that the office should 
be vacant by either death, resignation or im­ 
peachm ent of the president, for in that case, 
he becom es president in fact. 
T he vice presi­ 
dent may act as presid en t 
in case of the 
president's absence or illn ess, or any disabili­ 
ty w hich m ight preven t his acting as presi­ 
dent. 
T hat this view is in accord with those 
of the fram ers o f the con stitu tion is clearly 
shown by the above quotation from Alexander 
H am ilton, one o f the fram ers, and the closest 
student and m ost earnest advocate, of il.

says the vice presid en t m ay occasionally be­ 
come a substitu te o f the president. 
To make 
it clearer, he says the office is analagous to 
that of the lieuten ant governor. 
The lieuten­ 
ant governor freq u en tly exercises temporarily 
the fu nctions of the governor.

T his is an u g ly fa c t w h ic h cannot be blotted 
out by ridicule, 
i t is n o t sentim entalism , for 
men w ho have su rv iv ed a w inter's campaign 
against the In d ia n s 
in D ak ota and Montana 
are not lik ely to in d u lg e in this sort of a thing. 
That the govern m en t co u ld continue to vio­ 
late obligations w ith o u t quickening Hie con­ 
science of ih e n ation is o n e o f the anomalies 
o f the day. T he agitation o f th is should continue 
until this govern m en t sh a ll feel too powerful, 
too Christian and too gen ero u s to do injustice 
to the w eakest, w ic k e d e st, and meanest of its 
subjects. 
A s the In d ia n s are soon to be re­ 
m oved from th e borders o f Colorado, such agi­ 
tation m ight be p op u lar here, as we all wish 
to see, our n eighb ors h on est, fair, and just. 
A s w e gen erou sly th ru st our Indians on to 
U tah, w e m ay ju stly d em a n d that the govern­ 
m ent secure to th ose In d ia n s all their treaty 
rights, even if it d ep riv es a settler of ¡\ p eas­ 
ant ranch.

railroad, 
Mr. Lapliain 
studied law, and in 1844 lie w as admitted to 
the 
bar. 
H e 
settle d 
at 
Canandaigua, 
w here he has sin ce 
practiced 
law. 
Soon 
after 
his 
ad m ission 
to 
the 
bar 
Mr. 
Laphani 
form ed 
a 
partnership 
w ith Judge Jam es C. S m ith , which continued 
until the latter w as raised to the bench. 
Mr. 
Laphani w as a m em ber o f the Constitutional 
convention o f 1807, an d voted for the adop- 
ion o f the co n stitu tio n . 
In 1874 he was 
elected as a rep ublican to th e X L IV th con­ 
gress, and he has sin ce b een elected from the 
sam e district (the X X V I I th ) by large major­ 
ities to the X L Y th , X L V I th ancl X L V IIth 
congresses. 
Mr. L ap liam acted with the de­ 
m ocracy until 1848, 
b u t h e supported the

Governor P itk in le ft the state. 
Lieutenant 
Governor Tabor w en t to th e state house and 
exercised the authority o f the governor.

Mr. H erbert S p en cer pu ts it, “adapt him self 
to his en v iro n m en t,’ bu t w as w eary at the de­ 
privation, ca u sed by hard w ork and protract­

leisure. 
H e c o u ld no longer go to Southw ark 
Fair or T yb u rn , th ou gh he m igh t occasionally, 
be enraptured a n d cheered by th e Lord May­ 
or’s show . 
H e seem s to have left Gamble in 
1720, and to h a v e sp en t th e 
four follow ing 
years in illu stra tin g squib s ancl draw ing car­ 
toons. In 1720 lie illu strated B u tler’s “Hudi- 
bras;” th e p ictu res are coarse and rude, but 
show sign s o f th e p rentice-w ork o f a m aster- 
hand.

A w ell-spread 
table, loaded w ith a coarse p len ty of food, 
and foam in g tan k ard s o f th e strongest beer, 
form ed the p a in ter's U top ia o f felicity anil 
enjoym en t. 
T h ere is ex ta n t a 
long poem 
w ritten by on e o f th e party, recording a tom- 
taken by llo g a r th and 
four friends in the 
neighborhood o f th e S h eerness. 
It seem s 
that 
th ey sp en t 
m uch 
o f 
their tim e in 
drinking, sm ok in g, and eatin g shrim ps. 
The 
bill o f fare at o n e inn visited by them con­ 
sisted o f vian d s w h ich m igh t w ell astonish 
the p resen t cen tu ry. 
I t is th u s described in

The Coming Transit of Venns. 


T he n ex t tran sit o f V en u s over the sun's 
surface w ill occu r on th e six th day o f Decem ­ 
ber, 1882, th e la st one h ayin g occurred De­ 
cem ber 9, 1874. 
A t th at tim e extensive pre­ 
parations had b een m ade all over th e world, 
and exp ed ition s w ere sen t to th e m ost distant 
parts o f A frica and A m erica in order to test 
fu lly th e im p roved in stru m en ts w hich the in­ 
gen u ity o f m od ern scien tists have devised. 
On this accou nt the transit o f the com ing year 
is dou bly im portant, first, because all ques­ 
tions w h ich th e app lication o f n ew instru­ 
m ents gave rise to all m iscalcu lation s or indi­ 
vidual differences o f observation am ong the 
astrom oners w ho -took part w ill be verified 
and set at rest; and, second ly, because an­ 
other transit o f the k in d w ill n ot take place 
for a period o f on e hundred and tw en ty years, 
w hen the m ost in cip ien t astronom ers of our 
day w ill have b een forgotten. 


The q u estion w h ich is still left in doubt, 
and w hich the transit o f 1882 can go far to­ 
ward settlin g, is the evaet d istan ce from the 
sun to tin; earth— an u n certainty which at 
present hinders all exact calculation s concern­ 
ing the m agn itud e o f the w h ole solar system. 


The first tran sits o f V en u s w hich were ob­ 
served w en; th ose o f io :jl and 16:51), neither of 
w hich contribu ted anything to science. 
That 
of 1701, the n ex t order, gave no 
valuable 
data, and its su ccessor of 
17(59, although it 
elicited m uch seriou s attention, left the pre­ 
cise value o f th e parallax in doubt even at the 
tim e o f tiie last observations on December 
■Jtli, 1874. 


T hen the ev en t attracted universal atten­ 
tion, scientific observations w ere m ade at va­ 
rious poin ts as far north and south as possi­ 
ble, and m any valu ab le data w ere collected, 
w hich aw aits th e o n ly p ositive proof that can 
be given 
them du rin g th is or th e coming 
century. 
For the fo llo w in g year still more 
extensive preparations are m aking, ancl there 
is every prospect n o w that th e scientific re­ 
sults then to be obtained w ill settle all mat­ 
ters now in d isp u te or doubt.

m axim u m w as reached- 
These figures do n ot in clu d e th e fish taken 
tor hom e consu m p tion . 
H o w large a catch 
this is m ay be seen w h en it is com pared with 
the average yield from 18(59 to 1878— only 45,- 
000,000. 
W hile th e cod fisheries have proved 
unusually productive, th e herring fishery lias 
b een 
proportionately poor, producing but 
.•>00,000 barrels for export. 
In recent years 
im portant subsid iary in d u stries have arisen 
iu connection w ith th ese fisheries. 
Formerly 
the bones and refu se o f the fish w ere thrown 
away as u seless; 
but in 18(50 a factory was 
established in L efoclen for converting this fish 
refuse into guano, and has proved remarka­ 
bly su ccessfu l. 
T h e exports o f fish guano in 
] 875 were :S,70S,555 
k ilos, and in 1879 had 
risen to n early 6,000,000 k ilos. 
B y a new 
process that is n ow b ein g ap p lied it is hoped 
to obtain several im p ortan t by-products from 
this fish offal, su ch as isin glass, gelatine, al­ 
bumen and fish glu e. 
I t is claim ed that pro* 
ducts not inferior in q u ality to and much 
low er in 
ju ice th an th e ex istin g supplies

1 see a great deal written about tliis gentle- 


man, lately deceased, about whom no one 
seems to know much, but all agree that he 
was born in the north of Ireland, and claimed 
all his life to be a British subject.

—by the aide of a bum or brook, a word 
common in Scotland and in the North of Ire- 
land. I often saw this young man in the sev- 
eral mercantile establishments of Andrew 
Bierne, in West Virginia, where he seemed to 
be a sort of supervising clerk or agent, visit- 
ing the several stores alternately, and I never 
heard there any other account of him. From 
iiis business exactitude and industry lie was 
a great favorite with Mr. Bierne, but with 
few others. lie was taciturn, reserved and 
morose even when a young man. But his 
business habits and talents recommended 
him, and Mr. Bierne established hiiu-In New 
Orleans, with his brother or son, Oliver 
Bierne, where his characteristics remained as 
they were in early life. He had no social 
feeling, no sympathy,

origin, but a friend tells me that he met 
with

story be correct, it is amusing to remember 
how pleasantly Mr. Burnside jockeyed Gen- 
eral Butler and' got back Ills great crop of 
sugar on the plea of being a British subject. 
One thing is certain, the deceased never con- 
versed or would permit any one to converse 
with him about his origin or birthplace. One 
of his fellow-clerks with Mr. Bierne, Andrew 
Mennis (brother.of the .late Hon. OallohilL 
Mennls, • of Bedford county, Ya.), told mo 
that he called 'on Mr. Burnside when in the 
zenith of his mercantile glory in New Or- 
leans, was received kindly, but happening to 
recur to tlie story of his birth, and contrast- 
ing it with his great success, Mr. Burnside 
flew Into a rage, jumped up from the table, 
and never spoke to him afterward.

graded failures in literature, the poets whose 
lines Would neither scan nor rhyme, turned 
"gazetteers." Pope describes them as nmii- 
berless and nameless as blind puppies drown- 
ed before they can see. Doubtless Cliattorton 
and Otway would have stooped to this rather 
than starved or begged. 


But it tlie modern appetite for periodical 


literature, boundless and insatiate as it is, has 
rescued literature from hunger, it is not cer- 
tain that literature has-thereby been .elevated 
as an art. It, as well as journalism, has be- 
come a profession, and a profession of which 
the members are apt to be rather hurried in 
their work. Even in the middle of the last 
century, literature was turning in this direc- 
tion. Johnson's greatest pieces were done sis 
regular jobs for the booksellers. 
Goldsmith 


was generally paid in advance for his "copy," 
and was constantly in arrears. A certain 
haste, and pcrfunctbriuess, a certain laxity of 
style, are likely to be the defects of a litura- 
ture which is turned tint as a piece of busi- 
ness to meet a given demand. 
Literature 


which has much of this defect can hardly be- 
come classical and liie. 
Fortunately there 


will always be men oj letters so gifted by na- 
ture with style, and si truly artists, that even 
tlieir hack work will ie well done. 
Of these 


men were Johnson anil Goldsmith in England, 
ljoo in America, aid Gautier in France, 
iliough the nature of his vocations, and the 
.nirry in which he plied his trade, often 
caused Gautier to want ideas worthy nf his 
beautiful workmanship. All men of letters 
n an age when letters are a profession are 
apt, as Tliackery said, to exhaust the soil of 
their minds, to till and re till a liekl into 
which they could afford to put no new mater- 
ial of reading and of thinking. Excellent lit- 
erary work can scarcely be obtained for any 
length of time from 'men who have taken 
early and by choice to thuir profession. Their 
time is so much occupied in writing, it is so 
necessary for them to be always producing, 
that tliey have no chance of acquiring and di- 
gesting now stores of knowledge. Even in 
fiction, Svlien the weaving of romance be- 
comes a handicraft, the same dilllculty makes 
itself felt. Men can only write liction out of 
their experience; «Rojv-nmst study character, 
.and make acquaintances with many social 
ranks, with many pew places and new faces, 
if they are to writs with freshness and vigor. 


The critics.of tic.future, if they trouble 


themselves much ifaout our literature of to- 
day, will probablyjlwgin by rejecting all that 
part of it which s really journalism in a 
graver disguise. All the countless and clever 
magazine articles ubouL questions of morali- 
ty, questions of pcjitics. will be thrown on 
one side, as the best curious material for the 
historian. They Jj'ave not the mark of style, 
they are not the refined productions of leisure, 
like the delightful-essays of Addison. And 
how rarely have they even a touch of Steele's 
sweet humor il Our histories have a far bet- 
ter chance "to reach tlie land of matters un- 
forgot," partly because some of them have 
been written by men of leisure, men who had 
nothing to huiry them, like Mr. Grote. It is 
so difficult to latch authors in the right mood 
for producingrmything permanent. 


Johnson's "Lives of the Poets," and prob- 


ably most of tie rest of his labors, would 
never have beqi finished, if book-sellers and 
dire necessity lad not driven on the lazy, re- 
luctant giant, ffilr.

Sitting well back1,from the road is a laree 


square cottage, two stories high, with broad 
porches running around the entire building. 
On each side of the main house are two sin- 
gle story cottages, built in plain but comforta- 
ble style. A well-worn picket-fence runs 
along the whole front of the place, and en- 
closes a few acres of good-sized shade trees, 
mostly of live oak, with now and then a piiic 
or cedar. A broad gravel walk, newly re- 
paired, leads between two lines of.trees t< 
the steps of tho porch. As soon. a$ I could 
alight from the rickety old spring wagon 
drawn .by the poor gray horse belonging-to 
the county jailor, which had drawn me slow- 
ly through the five miles of sand, I entered 
the broad, green gate and passed up the walk. 
At the foot of the porch steps large iron urns 
holding evergreens stood on each hand, and 
as I cast my eye over tho enclosure it pre- 
sented an air of quiet comfort yet of sorrow- 
ful cast. Doubtless the mass ot crape-like 
moss which hung over the trees in the enclo- 
sure gave it tlie sombre appearance.

A pair .of black 
eyes and a mouth about which there plays a 
sweetly bewitching smile are the most at- 
tractive features of a thoroughly expressive 
face. Sho is a quick observer, au intelli- 
gent listener, but undemonstrative in the ex- 
treme. Sho is a thoroughly domestic woman, 
who loves her home and her husband. Mary 
XJleminer piys her the following tribute: 


Much of tbe time that other women giye to 


distributing visiting cards, in tlie frantic ef- 
fort to make themselves "leaders of society," 
Mrs. Garfield spends in the alcoves of the 
congressional library, searching out books to 
carry home to study while she nurses tlie 
children. You may be sure of one tlihig— 
the woman who reads and studies while she 
rocks her babies will not be left far behind 
by her husband in the march of actual 
growth. I have seen many women come to 
the surface of capitollan life out of obscurity 
and go back into obscurity again; have seen 
hundreds of so-called "leaders of society" - 
shrivel and go .out in the. scorching flame of 
fashion; while 1 have followed with a tender 
heart this woman, the wife of a famous 
•man—a woman whom nobody called 
a 


"leader." She, meanwhile, has not been 
lifted oil'her feet, as many women are, by 
her husband's rising fortunes; no "spreading" 
form in style of dress or living, no "airs." 
And in Washington, in official life, that, 
means everything—indicative of character. 
She has moved on in the tranquil tenor of 
!ier unobtrusive way, in a life of absolute de- 
votion to her duty, never forgetting the de- 
mands of her position or neglecting her 
friends, yet making it her first charge to 
bless her home, to teach her children, to fit 
lier boys for college, to be the equal friend, as. 
well as tho honored wife, of her husband. 
Gentle, patient, unobtrusive almost to timidi- 
ty, keenly intelligent, liberally educated, con- 
scientiously devoted to everything good—this 
is the woman who will perpetuate the loving, 
lonsecrated life'that to-day abides in the 
White house, if, as its mistress, she enters it. 


General Garfield is credited in. one of his 


biographies with the following words of 
praise for her unusually sound discretion: 


I have been wonderfully blessed in the dis- 


cretion of my wife. She is one of the coolest 
and best balanced women I ever Saw. There 
has iiot been one solitary instance of my pub- 
lic career where I suffered in the Smallest 
degree for any remark she ever made. It 
would have been perfectly natural for a 
Woman often to say something that would be 
misinterpreted; but without any design and 
with the intelligence and coolness .of her 
character, she has never made the slightest 
mistake that I ever heard of. With the com- 
petition that has been against me, many 
times, such discretion has been a real bless-' 
ing-She lias borne her husband six children, one 
of whom, a daughter, died in infancy. One 
ot the most touching incidents in the life of 
the stricken president was his coming home 
from the front soon after he had donned the 
star of a major-general to bury a dead son. Ho 
took the dead baby in his arms and sat for its / 
photograph, the only one the family ever had 
ot its little dead member. In speaking of 
the circumstance to his friend, President 
llinsdale, he said: "As I sat with that dead 
child in my arms my eyes rested upon my 
bright blue uniform so recently besto>ved up- 
on me, and 1 thought how small are all the 
honors of this life—how insignificant are all 
its struggles and triumphs I 1 am grieved and 
broken in spirit at the great loss which has 
been inflicted upon me, but I can endure al- 
most anything so long as this brave little wo- 
man Is left me."

SANITARY CHANGES IN THE PRESIDENT'S 


ROOM. 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, Washington, July 


38.—Colonel Rockwell says the president is 
decidedly better this morning than at any 
time since the wound was inflicted. At the 
morning dressing there was a free and heal- 
thy discharge of pus from the wound, and a 
portion of the original wound above the in- 
cision was observed to have commenced heal- 
ing.' The surgeons, after consultation on the 
subject tliis morning, concluded that the re- 
moval of the heavy carpet, which now covers 
the floor of the president's chamber, would 
be a benefit, and considering the brightness 
of the morning, with a perfectly fresh and 
dry atmosphere, together with the favrtrablo 
condition of the patient, it was decided to 
make the change at once: 
The sur- 


geons maintain that the carpet absorbs 
the impurities of the atmosphere, which 
exist to a more or less extent in a sick cham- 
ber and it is a receptacle for the secretion o£ 
dust, etc. The president's bed was carefully 
removed from his own room to the room inir 
mediatelv across the hall, where he is now 
resting quietly. After the carpet of the sick 
chamber is taken up the floors will be care- 
fully dusted and a fire kindled in the grate 
for the purpose of securing thorough ventila- 
tion. The president will not bo taken back 
to his chamber for several hours. For the 
purpose of obviating the sounds of footsteps 
on the floor strips of cm-pet will be placed in 
the most frequented parts of the room.' It is 
considered that this arrangement will render 


. the chamber much more refreshing to the pa- 


tient and that he will henceforth be decided- 
edly more comfortable. Had it been practi- 
cable the surgeons say they would have order- 
ed the change before. The attending sur- 
geons say the president has not looked so 
well since he was wounded as this morning, 
and is delighted with the change which is be- 
ing made in his room.

The Mighty Brain of Voltaire Lost to tho World. 
Few travellers, says the Parisian, who have 


listened to the talk of the guardian in front of 
the cenotaph of Voltaire in the vaults of the 
Pantheon, remember the strange vicissitudes 
through which the great sceptic's mortal re- 
mains have passed. In 1778 Voltaire, at the 
height of his glory, died at the house or the 
Marquis de Villette. 
But the clergy were 


afraid of Voltaire, even when dead, and it was 
arranged that he should be buried in Cham- 
pagne in the abby of Scellieres, where the 
Abbe Mignot, a sort of cousin to Voltaire, 
consented to receive his body, which was ac- 
cordingly taken away from Paris by night and 
conveyed to Champagne. It was brought 
back to Paris in 1791, and solemnly placed m 
the Pantheon. One May night in 1814 the 
tombs of Voltaire and Rousseau were broken 
open, and the bones of the two most famous 
Frenchmen of the last century were taken out

LONDON, July 28.—The Paris correspond- 


ent of the Times says: The true reason for 
hastening the date of the November elections 
is that General Soussier, the French com- 
mander in Algeria, sent a confidential report 
to Paris that a serious insurrection might be 
expected to break out in September. A great 
effort will then have to be made and a formid- 
able army sent to Africa; perhaps the mo- 
bilization of the army would even be neces- 
sary.

A few days ago a petition in favor of pro- 


tective measures signed by 8,000 laborers in 
Sheffield was sent to parliament. This is re- 
garded as evidence of the truth, of the often 
repeated statement that England is drifting 
toward protection. The discussion over the 
Anglo French commercial treaty also gives 
some color to this idea. In i860 a treaty was 
concluded by which France agreed not to 
charge more than thirty per cent, ad valorem, 
on English goods and England agreed to re- 
ceive French goods free of duty. Apparently 
this was a one-sided treaty in Javor of France. 
But recently-France notified England that she 
should cease after the proper notification to 
observe the treaty, intending to raise the tariff 
on English goods to a prohibitory one. The 
English merchants then demanded that 
retaliatory measures be adopted. The re- 
sult of this would injure France more 
than England because twenty per cent, 
of French exports go to England and only 
ten per cent of England's to France. 
Such a 


measure would enable English merchants to 
more than get even with France, and hence 
has been favored. But it is by no means cer- 
tain that France will be foolish enough to in- 
vite such retaliation. But it is said these two 
things show that England is approaching a 
protective policy. This is about as logical as 
most inferences by protectionists. 
The Shef- 


field petition'was signed just as the greenback 
craze prevailed among our laboring classes in 
'73-78. The Sheffield laborers were in distress, 
and favored anything that was a change.

The imports main- 
ly consist of six articles as follows in the order 
of their value: cereals, cotton, wool, sugar, 
wood and tea. The importation of the first 
article injures the prices of the products of 
the English farmer, but this must be free to 
reduce the cost of living of tlje larger class of 
laboring people. Cotton, England is physically 
unable to produce and must be imported free 
of duty so as to cheapen the production of 
cotton goods and enable her to continue to 
control the markets of the world. 
If Eng- 


land were to put a duty on wool to protect 
her own wool growers, the result would be to 
Increase the cost of production of woolen 
goods, so that English woolen mamifacfurers 
would have only their home market to supply, 
like the same manufacturers in this country 
which pursues that policy. 
As the foreign 


trade hi manufactured woolen goods is larger 
than tiie home trade, it is quite certain that 
England will not favor a policy that will en- 
tirely cut it off. The other articles are sugar, 
wool, and tea. As none of these articles con- 
flict with English industries, any tariff except 
for revenue would bo absurd. It will thus

Cappers for the Capital Pervading the 


Country. 


Some days ago the Denver Inter-0ceau,hav- 


ing in sympathy with the other Denver pa- 
pers, become deeply roused on the .capital 
question, suggested that the city of Denver 
should employ a number of silver tongued 
orators to climb the Divide and pervade the 
southern part of the state arguing the availa- 
bility of Denver as the future seat of state 
government. 
The correspondent of the GA- 


ZETTE In Denver watched the result of this 
suggestion carefully and kept us informed of 
the manner in which it was received. A com- 
mittee was appointed from the board of com- 
merce to discuss the advisability of selecting 
orators and securing funds for the proposed 
crusade. The committee, however, were far 
from unanimous on tho subject and after 
several stormy meetings resolved to dispense 
with the orators, at least for the present, and 
to substitute a secret agent whose duty it 
should be to visit the more important towns 
south of the Divide, and work up public sen- 
timent in favor of Denver.

HISTORY OP THE EELAPSE. 


Dr, Boynton the Family Physician's Ac- 


count. 


NEW YOHK, July 35.—-The Tribune's Wash- 


ington correspondent interviewed Dr. Boyn- 
ton, the president's family physician, histnight 
who said: "We are fueling very good to-night. 
Things have not been very well for three days 
and the president has evidently not been as 
well. After dressing the wound he lias been 
found to be very much exhausted. Night be- 
fore last lie was pretty well tired out after the 
evening dressing and a high fever came on; 
very likely he had a slight chill in his sleep 
but we did not know it. We are very certain 
of it now and he had a restless bad night. He 
wakened up in the morning feeling very weak 
and rather badly and before noou he had that 
chill. It was a-severe one; lie shook for a 
long time. That was accompanied by vomit- 
ing a number of times, tin-owing up green 
matter. Of course his pulse ran up. At one 
time it reached 133. His temperature reached 
104, which was rather alarming. We of course 
looked for an accumulation ofj pus and abcess 
somewhere. The fever was followed by pro-

EXECUTIVE MANSION, JulySo, 11:30 p. m.— 


In an interview at 10 o'clock to-night Dr. 
Bliss said the president has had, generally 
speaking, a very quiet and comfortable day. 
There has been no recurrence of rigor and 
up to 3'p.m. the patient was entirely free 
from fever. At that hour, however, the daily 
febrile rise -began and continued until the

degrees. Since then both have slowly but 
steadily fallen. This febrile rise Is the usual 
afternoon fever which the patient had all last 
week, and although it is more strongly mark- 
ed to-day than previous to the formation of 
the pus cavity Saturday does not, in the 
judgement of the surgeons, point to any dis- 
turbance or indicate any unfavorable change. 
It will probably subside entirely before mid- 
night. The nourishment given to-day consist- 
ed of milk, beef extract and a little toast and 
was sufficient in quantity to fully maintain, 
the patient's strength. No anodynes were ad- 
ministered through the day, but the usual 
hypodermic injection of about one-eighth of a 
grain of sulphate of morphia was given after 
dressing the wound this evening. 
There lias 


been a fairly copious discharge of pus from 
tlie new incision made yesterday and its char- 
acter is perfectly healthy. 
About two and 


a half tablespoonsf ul were obtained when the 
wound was dressed this morning and an 
equal quantity to-night besides that taken up 
by being absorbed in the cotton during tlie 
day. The pressure upon the front wall of tlie 
abdomen increases the outflow and for that 
reason the amount discharged during tho ex- 
amination is much greater than that which 
flows naturally hi the intervening interval. 


THE TRACK OF THE 1)AM. 


is now open to observation through the new 
incision as far as the point where it passed 
between the ribs and when pressure is 
brought to bear upon the abdomen pus may 
be seen welling from the deaner part of .tho 
wound. Communication between the mouth 
of tlie old wound and that of the new incision 
is still obtained by means of the drainage 
tube which passes hi through one and out 
through tho other and which at every exam- 
ination is bared of pus by a stream of car- 
bolized water from a fountain syringe. 


POSSIBILITY- OJ? ANOTHER TUS CAVITY. 


In reply to questions Dr. Bliss said that there 


is the possibility of the formation of another 
pus cavity though there is no reason to ex- 
pect it. Tlio discharge is now free and unin- 
terrupted. Should, however, another cavity 
form its existence it would be at once indi- 
'cated by a general constitutional disturbance 
which it would cause. "There's no danger" 
lie said, "of the formation of a pus cayity 
without the accompanying warning symptoms, 
such as a haggard and depressed expression 
of face, rigor and greatly increased fever. 
These symptoms would at once show tlie na- 
ture of the disturbing influence."

Bliss said, "Healthy pus is not taken 
up by the blood and can not contaminate 
it. It is only when the pus becomes disor- 
ganized and diseased that it is reabsorbed so 
as .to cause pysBiiiia. 


The president has never at any time had 


symptom of pyremia and tlie time'at which 
that complication is likely to occur is very 
nearly past. * Pyremia generally manifests it- 
self before the end of the fourth week if at 
all. We have no especial reason to appre- 
hend it in tliis case and there has certainly 
been no Indication of it yet. 


THE PIlEStDliNT HAS NO MALARIA. 


Attention was then called to the fact that 


five employes at the Executive Mansion are 
suffering from malarial fever or from malaria 
in some of its forms due to tlie condition 
of tlio Potomac flats below tlie city, and tlie 
quVstion was asked him If the president was 
not to some extent affected and whether the 
apparent 
periodicity 
of

fever did not Indicate the 
malarial in- 


lluouce. 
He replied that no symptoms of 


malaria had been observed in the president's 
case and that the regular recurrence of tlio 
fever between three in the evening and mid- 
night is due" to other causes, That surgical 
fever is always higher in the evening and 
lower in the morning. About ten grains of 
quinine, ho spid, luuVbeon given to the presi- 
dent for two weeks past, but tliis had been 
done rather to tone up his nervous system 
than to counteract any supposed influence of

Some of the Experiences anc 


Observations of a Lady 


Tourist, 


From nn occasional correspondent of tho GA- 
ZETTE. 
Much of the journey up the Rio Grande 


valley by wagon road is, though toilsome, 
highly entertaining. Because of the sea of 
sand to be traversed, five miles a day is con- 
sidered good progress. It is, however, far 
from cheering to the traveler, who is called 
upon to pitch his tent in this weary desert, 
The dread of waking, if he sleeps at all, to 
find his house blown over, because not found- 
ed upon a rock, adds nothing to his peace of 
mind. 
An occasional Mexican plunging 


through the arid deeps on horseback, affords 
temporary relief to the monotony for miles 
continuous. With the encouraging remark 
mlln sene, bad sand, even he disappears from 
view. 


In contrast with • the many squalid [adobe 


towns on the way to Albuquerque, one or two 
deserve notice for their neat and thrifty ap- 
pearance. Bellinne fifty, and Bernalillo twen- 
ty miles from the city, are quite attractive. 
At the latter place n few Imposing dwellings, 
adobe, but two-storied, indicate the homes of 
well-to-do Americans. 


Camping one night among sand hills, the 


heads of two or three Indians peering over 
the summit of one of the largest of the hills 
proved a forerunner of the next day's exper- 
ience. 


On the morrow, our party dined in full 


View of the Pueblo Indian town, Isletta. At 
that distance eager imaginations pictured it 
ns something wildly romantic and worthy a 
closer Inspection. 
What was my disappoint- 


ment to find it even more irregular and squalid 
than the worst Mexican settlement yet beheld. 
Our driver certainly piloted us through either 
by instinct or pure luck, as there was.literally 
no street or passage to lead the way. We 
squirmed in and out among the dirty houses, 
Ignorant of \yJiere we were coming out, or 
what we might unwittingly get into. . All the 
squaws, pld Indians and children emerged 
with mysterious suddenness like ants from a 
disturbed ant hill, as we passed along. The 
older ones, ornamented with bright, and many 
colored belts and bandannas, chose the most 
commanding situations for an unobstructed 
vlew.-staring witli arms akimbo till our majes- 
tic mule team disappeared from- sight. 
The 


limbs of the children were closely bandaged 
from knee to toe with ships of strong white 
cotton-cloth. A band of these juvein'les rush- 
ed boldly upon the rear of our wagon, to un- 
do some articles suspended by wire. 
The 


sensation of a good blacksnake, vigorously 
applied to hands and faces, from the front, 
soon dispersed them however, without damage 
to our private property. Had we been in less 
haste to get on, we might have felt flattered 
by the marked attentions bestowed upon us. 
As it was our reflections were more cheerful 
upon reaching the free open country on the 
other side. 


The same afternoon we rode through an es- 


sentially mountainous region in the face of a 
coming thunder storm". In the west, one im- 
mense dark colored spur stretched along for 
miles and miles, ending in a dizzy, pointed 
cliff way up among the clouds. Not stopping 
to ask whether history would support the 
assertion, we saw on the surface of this lofty 
cVitt 
1, what we dared call the ruins of an an- 


cient building or buildings. From a high 
plateau, we looked"- down into the western 
Valley, upon the beautiful Indian town, San 
Philippi. 
The dark spur just mentioned 


formed the background against which the 
Village nestled close. The most prominent 
feature was a massive adobe 'church with a 
clumsy, mound-like dome. Next the church 
was a broad, Hat ...structure, scarce a man's 
height. Its object could not be divined, 
though it resembled a sort of. forum. The 
houses looked neat nnd regular, the whole 
breathing an air of .antiquity. The tones of a 
peculiar sounding bell, like the notes produc- 
ed by the alternate strokes on two tin pan&of 
different key, mingled with the shonts of the 
Indians,.came tooureiirs from below. The 
shadow of the black rain clouds added to the 
naturally weird and gloomy appearance of the 
town. Happy the artist who, either with 
camera or brush, could do justice to this 
picture as we saw it. 


At length we find ourselves at the Al- 


buquerque ferry, the best crossing of the 
kind on the river. A former experience at 
the' mercy of the shifting quicksands of this 
much-to-be-dreaded and never-to-be-trusted 
stream, render the thought of even such a 
mode of transportation anything but ,tran- 
quillzing. After much waiting and wonder- 
ing I see the straggling attendants of the 
boats assembled, and still I wait scarce know- 
ing why. Presently littie heaps of shoes and 
stockings begin* to appear here and there 
along the shore. Can this be magic ? Have 
these slices and stockings grown like mush- 
rooms under our very gaze ;• Still unsettled 
on this point my bewilderment is increased 
tenfold by an attack of insanity, which seems 
all at once to have overtaken the Mexicans. 
They are evidently laboring under the delu- 
sion that they are in their own private dress- 
ing rooms, for the scenes change in rapid suc- 
cession, till they all stand before us in tights 
us if 'ready for the trapeze or circus horse. 
Unwilling to be detained by any acrobatic 
performances, I look about for some means 
of escape. Finally rows of drying garments 
oil neighboring boat railings suggest the 
possibility that all these proceedings may 
form part' of the general programme, and 
sure enough the dusky-faced boatmen soon 
launch us forth—some remaining on board

way, pulling the immense boat this way 
Aud that, according to the shifting of 
the Band. Ottw zigzagged across, a, terrible 


howl like cries of murmuring demons ascend 
from the eight or ten throats behind ns. I 
contiues until solid footing is gained some 
yards from the bank. Then, happily, the cry 
bueno, all right, recalls to mind that instead 
of crossing some dismal stream of the lowei 
regions we have just reached the eastern bank 
of the Big river of the Mexicans and are in 
the suburbs of one of their big cities. 


A brief visit shows Albuquerque to be a 


lively town of business. Enough buildings 
have been modernized by means of porches 
and additional stories to tone down the rough, 
inartistic appearance of the place in a greai 
degree. A few impressed me as wholly Amer- 
ican in design. 


Either a Mexican funeral or other impdrt- 


ant religious service was in progress that day. 
The long procession still pouring hi from the 
country affords an excellent opportunity for 
observation, which was well rewarded. 
For, 


of the sefioras and 'seiioritas, a large propor- 
ion tripped along with a show of pride and 
satisfaction at being in neat dresses and bon- 
lets, conforming to American style. What a 
•elief from the full ungraceful skirts, and 
>laek shawl always thrown cornerwise over 
;he heads of the wearer in most parts of the 
erritory.

n fine carriages. In short, the general ap- 
>earance of this mixed procession, gave evi- 
dence of considerable wealth and taste among 
he natives of Albuquerque and vicinity.

n important fact in view of the growth of

in the premises. Twenty prominent u n— 
men whose opinions have weight, were jut- 
toa-holed. oil either side of the liver tad 


chatted about the matter, and alt were unani- 
mous in saying that a convention should be 
held immediately at some central point of 
easy access to all counties south of the Divide, 
with a view of settling upon some one 
point as a suitable 
location.

that may be chosen by a majority in the con- 
vention. Harmony must prevail; plant busi- 
ness propositions must be looked at as they 
exist without prejudice or partiality, and by 
energetic work it is conceded by all, even 
Denver itself, that the capital can be located 
south of the Divide and nearest the centre of 
the commonwealth, where' it should be. 
Among the papers that are urging the neces- 
sity of placing the capital south of the Divide 
are the Colorado Springs GAZETTE, the Cafion 
City Reporter, the San Juan Prospector, the 
Kosita Journal, the Silver Cliff and Trinidad 
press, the Chieftain and Daily News. Those 
papers north of the Divide who are anxious 
for a square deal nil around, and who aro 
inclined favorably toward 
removing the 


capital from its present location, are the 
Leadville Democrat, the Carbonate Camp, 
Leadville, the Greeley Sun and 'the Golden 
Transcript. The latter paper 'says: 
"The 


Araphoe county (Denver) assessment will 
lose hundreds of votes to Denver for the per- 
manent capital. The people of the outside 
counties can stand a heap of besmearing, but 
they don't like to have it nibbed in."

son, Boulder and Weld counties also have 
grievances, and very just ones too, it seems, 
which they are charging up against Denver in 
this contest. And so it will be clearly seen 
that all Southern Colorado will have to do to 
insure success is to promptly organize and 
work for the desired end. The Sierra (Ko- 
sita) Journal says: "With all deference we 
suggest that Mayor Kichniond, of Piteblo, and 
Mayor France, of Colorado Springs, give this 
matter their immediate attention.

How the State Engineer Gets at the don 


tents of the Poudre. 


The Fort Collins Express gives the follow- 


ing interesting account of how the amount of 
water passing a given point in a river per sec- 
ond is computed: "Mr. Green, the state en- 
gineer, has stretched three lines across the 
Poudre river, making the distance from the 
upper to the lower line one hundred feet. On 
these three lines he has placed tags, four feet 
apart clear across the river, so that the dis- 
tance to any point can.be easily and quickly 
read. Then surface floats are thrown in 
above tlie lines, and, as they flout down, the 
distance from the shore is called as the float 
passes each line. The exact time that it takes 
the float to traverse the one hundred feet is 
also taken. The same method is used witli 
deep water floats. By this means the exact 
amount of water passing a point per second 
can be easily determined. The depth of the 
water in the river was taken at the com- 
mencement of the work, and measurements 
of the stage of water are taken eacli day, and 
complete records of these are kep t."

Denver and Pueblo. 


The work of putting down the third rail on 


the Denver & Rio Grande railway between 
Denver and Pueblo is rapidly progressing, 
and over thirty miles are now completed and 
the whole will be laid in .a few weeks, and 
thus facilitate through shipments between the 
east and Denver as well as Pueblo without 
the necessity of transfer as heretofore. 
The 


San Juan extension will be completed to its 
princfpal town, Duraugo, this week, and the 
Gunnison extension to Gunnison City by 
August 10th. 
Shipments are being held to 


await completion of these extensions and 
some hauling by teams. Crested Butte will 
be reached in August, and the Ruby mines 
within a fortnight thereafter. 
Grading is 


nearly finished to the anthracite coal fields be- 
yond Gunnison City, which will be tapped by 
October, as also the Red Cliff silver mines. 
The travel on the whole line is larger than it 
has ever been.

Decision of the Land Office Commissioner. 


The commissioner of the general land office, 


in reply to the settlers upon the mineral lands 
of the TJte reservation, says: "In your com- 
munication, yon request to be informed by 
what means persons now in occupation of val: 


nable mining-claims, which within a few 
months have been ascertained to be within the 
limits of tho Ute reservation may maintain their 
possession. You maintain that these claims 
have been located at various times since 1876, 
under the supposition that they were situ- 
ated upon public lands subject to sale, 
and 
outside 
the 
Indian 
reservation; 


that the claims have been sold vin in- 
stances for large sums of money (aggre- 
gating from 
,53,000,000 to 35,000,000) to 


equally innocent ' purchasers; 
and 
that 


since the fact that these claims are situated in 
Indian country has • been ascertained, many 
of them have been 'jumped' by outside par- 
ties. Notwithstanding the hardships which 
accrue from the facts stated, it is perfectly 
clear that none of the locations made are le- 
gal, and the locators were and are trespassers, 
though, perhaps, not intentionally so. The 
'jumpers' are wilful trespassers. No valid 
possessory title has been or can be acquired 
until the land is declared subject to occupa- 
tion, and the parties who have made locations 
and those who have purchased claims, have 
no possessory rights which can be maintain- 
ed."

There is an unblushing selfishness about a 
protectionist which is usually overlooked. In 
1879, when there was a great agitation in fa- 
vor of the removal of the duty on wood pulp, 
Mr. Miller, senator-elect from New York, who 
is largely interested in the manufacture of 
wood pulp, sat as a member of the committee 
on ways and means to consider whether the 
duty should be removed. Its removal would 
have lessened his profits by $25,000 a year, and 
hence he voted against it. Of course he said 
he did it in the interest of the people. 
On no other question would a man, where he 
was so directly interested, be allowed to legis- 
late. It would have been just as proper for 
a director of the Union Pacific road to have 
sat on the senate committee on railroads and 
drawn up the bill to compel that road to pay 
the government its duos. 
But ordinary 


ethics sense of propriety do not' apply to pro- 
tection. It is so selfish a theory and Is sup- 
ported by such a community of interests that 
no impropriety is seen in a man representing 
his mill in the committee on ways and means 
and on the floors of empress. 


The Denver board of trade have finally tak- 


eii action. It has decided to send out speak- 
ers. These speeches will be looked for with 
impatience. The tongued orators will be wel- 
comed.south .of the Divide: We really would 
like to see how much audacity they have in 
presenting the claims of Denver. 


The dispatches about President Garfleld's 


condition are now daily more reassuring 
The crisis has apparently passed. 
It is now 


time that all sensational dispatches should 
cease. Before the relapse they were getting 
tiresome and soon will be still more tiresome.

It is on the railroad running north 
and south, which must; be used by the people 
of the north to go. to a capital south of the 
Divide, and by thn south to go to a capital 
north of the Divide. Denver is a commercial 
and financial centre. Experience has am-

shown that it is unwise 
to

The 


legislature is subjected to strong corporation 
and financial influences which are neither 
conducive to honest legislation, or leg- 
islation hi the interest eif-the state at large.

SAN FIIANCISCO, July 27.—In the mint in- 


vestigation to-clav Alex Martin, inolter and re- 
finer, was on the stand.

PEANOE AND SPAIN. 


An Interchange of Notes on Indemnity. 
PAHIS, July 37.—In reply to the .Spanish 


note the French government declines to admit 
the claims for indemnity made for tlie Madrid 
government- on behalf of Spanish residents 
and 8,000 fugitives who returned to their na- 
tive country after the Arab raid in June. It 
declares itself ready, however, to pay blood 
money or compensation to relatives of victims 
as in the previous Arab rebellions. Sums 
would be paid to French and Spanish colonists 
alike and recovered later from the Arab tribes. 
A regular inquiry and international commis- 
sion of arbitration may determine the amount 
of material damage suffered at Orau by the 
Spaniards. Prior to acting on the decision of 
such commission France could, exact a settle- 
ment of all the French outstanding claims for 
loss in harvest and cantonal risings altogether 
over 10,000,000 pesetas. Iu its note the French 
cabinet expresses itself severely without re- 
gard to the aggressive tone of the Madrid press 
and the efforts made in Algeria by Spanish 
agents to induce their compatriots to return to 
tlie peninsula even after the fears of fresh 
raids had disappeared.

about six hours; then it causes a lever to de- 
scend upon a tube, bearing a cap and com- 
municating with the lower half of the case. 
The tube is filled with explosives which, upon 
being fired, sets off a detonating cap placed 
in the middle Of a dynamite compound in the 
bottom o£ the case. The presumption is that 
the machines were intended for the destruc- 
tion or injury of public buildings tliroughout 
the country, in accordance with the avowed 
Fenian programme. Unfortunately the gov- 
ernment has reason to believe the same, warn- 
ing voice which conveyed the intimation of 
its expected arrival, also warned the senders 
and consignees.

TEEATt Rl&HTS OP INDIANS. , 


There has just been 'formed a society in 


Philadelphia called the "Indian Treaty- 
Keeping and Protective Association." 
That 


;here should be a field for such an organiza- 
tion is a shameful fact. Some will laugh 
and call the founders of it sentimentalists, 
tfut this will be all the more shameful. It is 
bad enough that the government should be 
tlishonorable. 
It 
is 
worse 
that 
its 


iiibjects should approve of it. Such people say 
;hat these treaties should not be respected 
aecause made with a savage people. But we 
have noticed tills class is the first to see any 
failure on the part of the Indians to keep 
their treaty 
obligations and to call for 


punishment. Enough of this contemptible 
justice was seen in Colorado in 1879-80. Be- 
fore the outbreak of the White River Utes in 
1879, there were many provisions of the 
treaties of 1874 and 1878 which the govern- 
ment had not fulfilled and made no effort to 
fulfil. It did not occur to the people of Colo- 
rado that the government was dishonorable 
or reprehensible in any way. But our sense 
of justice and the sacredness of treaty obliga- 
tions was deeply moved when we heard that a 
band of savage Indians with no pretense of 
Christian education or :sentiment broke their 
treaty and began war against the govern- 
ment. We can easily see why an Indian 
should be punished for any crime he commits, 
but do not see why any crime against an In- 
dian is punishable. 
Our idea of j ustice for an 


Indian is sort of "which would you rather do 
or go fishing." Soldiers like Crook, Miles, 
McKenzie, Howard and Hatch, • who have 
more than oiice perilled their lives in the de- 
fence of the settlers, tell us that the Indian 
wars of the last ten years have nearly all 
been caused by bad faith on the part of the 
government. 


Tills is an ugly fact which cannot be blotted 


out by ridicule. It is not sentimeiitalisin, for 
men who have survived a winter's campaign 
against the Indians . in Dakota and Montana 
are not likely to indulge in this sort of a thing. 
That the government could continue to vio- 
late obligations without quickening the con- 
science of the nation Is one of the anomalies 
of the day. The agitation of this should continue 
until this government shall feel too powerful, 
too Christian and too generous to do injustice 
to the weakest, wickedest, and meanest of its 
subjects. As the Indians are soon to be re- 
moved from the borders of Colorado, such agi- 
tation might be popular here, as we all wis.li 
to see our neighbors honest, fair, and just. 
As we generously thrust our Indians on to 
Utah, we may justly demand that the govern- 
ment secure to those Indians all their treaty 
rights, :even if it deprives a settler of a pleas- 
ant ranch. 


THE SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATE. 


We repeat the following facts given a few 


days ago regarding Elbridge G. Lapham, who 
was. elected to the United States senate i from 
New York yesterday to succeed Roscoe 
Conkling. He is the son of the late Judge 
John Lapham,. and was born in Farmingtou, 
N. Y., October 18,1814. He was brought up 
oil a farm, and during the winter months at- 
tended the public schools. He spent some 
time at the Canoudaigua academy, where he 
was a classmate of Stephen A. Douglas, and 
also studied civil engineering. After spend- 
ing some time hi work upon the line ;of the 
Michigan Southern railroad, Mr. laphain 
studied law, and in 1844 he was admitted to 
the 
bar. 
He settled at Canandaigua, 


where lie has since practiced law. Soon 
after 
his 
admission 
to 
the 
bar 


Mr. 
Lapham 
formed 
a 
partnership 


with Judge James C. Smith, which continued 
until the latter was raised to the bench. Mr. 
Lapham was a member of the Constitutional 
convention of 1807, and voted for the adop- 
tion' of the; constitution. 
In 1874jie''was. 


elected as a republican to the XLIVth con- 
gress, and he has since been elected from the 
same/district (the XXVIIth) by ' large major- 
'itle's'totUe"XLVtli,XLYIth and iXLVHth 
congresses. 
Mi-. •Lapham acted with the de- 


mocracy until 1848, but he supported the 
WUfijot proviso and the Van. Jtareu • ttofcet Jn 


that year, and was a delegate to the Buffalo 
convention. 
\ 


3Ir. Lapham has always been known as a 


Conkling man, •and was nominated for that 
reason, as Mr. Conkling could have no good 
reason for opposing him. In the caucus he 
received the support of the strong antl-Conk- 
ling element. As Mr. Conkling has bitterly 
opposed him and his election was brought 
about by anti-Conkling influences, Mr. Lap- 
ham Is not likely to show much affection un- 
der the circumstances for his old friend, and 
may be relied upon to support the adminis- 
tration. 


DUTIES OF VICE PRESIDENT. 


The question is now being discussed wheth- 


er the vice president may not act as president 
pro tempore during the illness of President 
Garfield and his inability to discharge the 
duties of his office. The constitution, the 
views of its founders, and analogy are alike 
in favor of this. On this point the constitu- 
tion has the following: 


In case of the removal of tho president from 


office, or of his death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers and duties of tho said 
cilice, the same shall devolve on tho vice presi- 
dent, and the congress may by law provide for 
the case of removal, death, resignation or inabili- 
ty both of the president and vice president, de- 
claring what officer shall then act as president, 
and such officer shall act accordingly until the 
disability bo removed or a president shall be 
elected. 


Commenting upon the, duties of the office 


of vice president in the Federalist Alexander 
Hamilton said: 


"The appointment of an extraordinary person 


as vice president has been objected to as super- 
fluous, if not mischievous. It has been alleged 
that it would have boon preferable to have au- 
thorized tho senate to elect out of their body an 
officer answering to that description. But two 
considerations seem to justify the ideas of the 
convention in this respect. One is that to secure 
all times tho possibility of a definite resolution 
of the body it is necessary that the president 
•should have only a casting vote. The other con- 
sideration is that, as the vice president may oc- 
casionally become a substitute for the president 
in tho supreme executive magistracy, all tho rea- 
sons which recommend the mode of election pi-e- 
scribed for the one apply with great if not equal 
force to tho other. We [in New York] have a 
lieutenant governor, chosen by the people at 
large, who presides in the senate and is 
the constitutional 
substitute for tho gov- 


ernor in casualties similar to those which would 
authorize the vice-president to exercise tho au- 
thorities and discharge tho duties of tho presi- 
dent. 


The constitution certainly conceives of the 


vice president acting as president provisional- 
ly. It is not necessary that the office should 
be vacant by either death, resignation or im- 
peachment of the president, for in that case, 
he becomes president in fact. The vice presi- 
dent may act as president in case of the 
president's absence or illness, or any disabili- 
ty which might prevent his acting as presi- 
dent. That this view is in accord with those 
of the f vamers of the constitution is clearly 
shown by the above quotation from Alexander 
Hamilton, one of theframers, and the closest 
student and most earnest advocate of ft. lie 
says the vice president may occasionally be- 
come a substitute of the president. To make 
it clearer, he says the office is aiialagous to 
that of the lieutenant governor. The lieuten- 
ant governor frequently exercises temporarily 
the functions of the governor. Last winter, 
to bring a test question before the -courts, 
Governor Pitkiu left the state. Lieutenant 
Governor Tabor went to the state house and 
exercised the authority of the governor. Then 
there was no question about the authority of 
the lieutenant governor to exercise the pow- 
ers of the governor, but whether, Mr. Tabor 
was lieutenant governor. 


The above seems very clear. Should Pres- 


ident Garfield's illness continue with no ex- 
pected fatal results, the vice president may 
act as president until President Garfield is 
well enough to discharge the duties of his 
office. It Is true this never occurred before 
but this proves nothing.

When about 15 years of age, Hogarth was 
pprenticed to Mr. Gamble. Mr. Gamble was 
n engraver at the Golden Angel, Cranbourne 
treet. Mr. Gamble \vas an engraver on sli- 
er; so Hogarth's genius was for some years 
ramped in a bondage to a morbid taste for 
eraldic ornaments. He did not, however, as 
Ir. Herbert Spencer puts it, "adapt ..himself 
o his environment,' but was weary at the de- 
irivation, caused by hard work and protract- 
d hours of business, of his accustomed 
eisure. He could no longer go to Southwark 
Tair or Tyburn, though he might occasionally, 
le enraptured and cheered by the Lord May- 
ir's show. He seems to have left Gamble In 
1720, and to have spent the four following 
/ears in illustrating squibs and drawing car- 
;oons. In 1720 he illustrated Butler's "Hudi- 
bros;" the pictures are coarse and rudei but 
how signs of the prentice-work of a master- 
land. At any rate, they brought him into re- 
ation with Sir James Thornhill, an eminent 
painter, with whose daughter he subsequently 
sloped. He then took a house at South Lam- 
)eth; the "Harlot's Progress" soon appeared, 
ind from that time to his death he was con- 
inually producing fresh picture* As a man, 
le seems to have been shrewd, jovial, and fond 
of company and amusement. His acquire- 
ments, of an artificial order, were small. His 
mraodesty was excessive. From his point of 
view tlie great painters of the sixteenth cen- 
iury were incompetent dunces. Frenchmen 
were particularly odious to him, as they were 
;o Dr. Johnson; and he regarded them witli 
Jiat peculiar abhorrence which yet lingers in 
;he vulgar English mind. 
A well-spread 


table, loaded with a^.coarse plenty of food, 
and f oamhig tankards of the strongest beer, 
formed the painter's Utopia of felicity and 
enjoyment. There is extant a long poem 
written by one of tlie party, recording a tour 
taken by Hogarth and four .friends in the 
neighborhood of tlie Sheerness. 
It seems 


that they spent much of their time in 
drinking, smoking, and eating shrimps. The 
tiill of fare at one inn visited by them con- 
sisted of viands which might well astonish 
tlie present century. It is thus described in 
tlie flowing, but hardly elegant, meter of Tot- 
hall: 


"In our first course a. dish there was 
Of soles and llounders, with crab-sauce; 
A stuffed and roast calf's head besides, 
With 'piirtnance mixed, and liver fried;- 
Green peas and roasted leg of mutton,

The Doming Transit of Venns. 
' 


Tlie next transit of Venus over the'; sun's 


surface will occur on the sixth day ol Decem- 
ber, 1882, the lost one .haying occurred De-> 
cember 9,1874. At that time extensive pre- 
parations had been made all over the world, 
and expeditions were sent to -the most, distant 
parts of Africa and America hi order to test 
fully the improved instruments which the in- 
genuity of modem scientists have devised. 
On this account the transit of the coming year 
Is doubly Important, first, because all ques- 
tions which the application of new instru- 
ments gave rise to all miscalculations or indi- 
vidual differences of observation 'among the 
ostromoners who -took part will be verified 
and set at rest; and, secondly, because an- 
other transit of the kind will not take place 
for a period of one hundred, and twenty years, 
when the most incipient astronomers of our 
day will have been forgotten. 


The question which is still left in doubt, 


and which tlie transit of 1883 can go far to- 
ward settling, is the exact distance from tlio 
sun to the earth—an uncertainty which at 
present hinders all exact calculations concern- 
ing the magnitude of the whole solar system. 


Tlie first transits of Venus which were ob- 


served were those of 1681 and 1039, neither of 
which contributed anything to science. That 
of 1701, the next order, gave no valuable 
data, and its successor of 1709, although it 
elicited much serious attention, left the pre- 
cise value of the parallax In doubt even at tho 
time of tlie last observations on December 
9th, 1874. 


Then the event attracted universal atten- 


tion, scientific observations were made at va- 
rious points as far north and south as possi- 
ble, and many valuable data were collected, 
which awaits tlie only positive proof that can 
be given them during this or the coming 
century. For tlie following year still more 
extensive preparations are making, and there 
is every prospect now'that the scientific re- 
•sultsthen to be obtained will settle all mat- 
ters now ill dispute or doubt.

As tho sun began to decline behind the 


magnificent elms of the Lone Walk the only 
battery of artillery on the ground thundered 
forth a royal salute, and a few. mjnutes later 
the gates of Windsor Castle were flung open 
and the royal party, escorted by a detachment 
of Life Guords, emerged into the Lone Walk, 
which was lined by regiments of the 'Second 
army corps, amid the hearty cheers of the 
assembled people. The queen looked her best 
and seems to have grown younger during her 
voluntary retirement from public life. She 
was accompanied by the crown princess of 
Prussia, and also by the princess of Wales, 
looking almost as youthful and beautiful as 
on the day when she entered London as the 
destined bride of the prince of Wales. Among 
the distinguished visitors were King Kala- 
kaua, who attracted considerable attention; 
the crown prince of Prussia, Sir Frederick 
Roberts, who received marked proofs of popu- 
lar favor, and Sir Garnet Wolseley^ The 
prince of Wales' marched at the head of the 
Honorable Artillery company,.,but was not 
recognized by tlie mass of people, and passed 
almost unnoticed. The duke of Connauglit, 
looking the beau ideal of a soldier, rode at the 
head of the First brigade of the Second divis- 
ion, and was the lion of the day:i; The whole 
force was under the command of tlie duke of 
Cambridge. . No maneuvers were attempted, 
the troops merely talcing up position .and 
marching past. .

HOW THE SHOOTING OCCUKBED. 


Tlie story of the affair as related by a dis- 


patch dated Poncha Springs, July 37th, is aa 
follows: "At fifteen minutes past ten o'clock 
Inst night there was an alarm of fire in this 
place, which proved to be the burning of the 
Poncha Springs bank, James P. True cashier. 
Tlie door was broken in and the town marshal 
placed a guard inside. The fire was soon ex- 
tinguished. True entered the bank fifteen 
minutes afterward nnd drove several out by 
threats. Words passed between Captain Ran- 
dolph Carpenter and True, and they came to- 
gether. Upon being separated by the marshal. 
True fired three shots at Carpenter. One 
passed through the abdomen and another 
through the thigh. The captain died at four 
o'clock this morning." 


Mr. True wajs arrested and taken to Salkla 


where he was placed in jail. His preliminary 
examination tfill probably take place to-day. 


TUB NEWS IIEKE. 


Information !of the shooting was received 


in this city by Mr. Harry True, the brother of 
Mr. James Tme, on Wednesday afternoon 
and became generally known in the city yes- 
terday. The': news created a great deal of 
excitement here, as Mr. James True was a 
resident of Colorado Springs for five years 
and was-well known to all of the earlier resi- 
dents of the city.

Mr. James P. True first came here in 1871, 


and soon after his arrival formed a partner- 
ship with Mr. A. F. Goodrich in the general 
merchandise business. The store occupied 
by them was on the northwest comer of 
Huevfano and Tejon streets directly opposite 
the GAZETTE office. 
In this building the 


two paijtners carried on a successful business 
for several years, and in the spring or summer 
of 1876 Mr. Tme sold out his interest and 
moved away from the city. 


rushed into the street and confronting Capt' 
Carpenter, charged him with the responsibil- 
ty of his losses. He uttered the most offen- 
sive epithets and finally the attention of the 
narshal was invited to them, and coming up, 
10 ordered both men to desist, striking them 
at the same time on the head with his revolv- 
ir. The crowd fell back, as they saw True 
stagger and throwing his revolver down upon 
lapt. Carpenter, shouted, "I'm shot," and ad- 
vnncing upon Carpenter sold: "You shot me, 
now I'll shoot you." With this the revolver 
was discharged, and the bullet inflicted a flesh 
wound. The shot was repeated, the ball miss- 
ing Carpenter and passing, when the third 
shot was lircd and Carpenter fell to the 
ground. The crowd rushed forward, and 
lathering around him could then see the fea- 
tures of death rapidly succeeding those of 
life. He was taken up and supported into the 
hotel, when the' marshal stepping up to True 
arrested him without any difficulty."

Tho Santa Fe New Mexican gives n partial 


list, of the men killed by "Billy the Kid" as 
follows: "Billy waspa New York boy, and his 
right name is supposed to have been Antrim. 
He was once a resident of Santa Fe, and an 
employe of the Exchange hotel this citv. He 
left here when very young, and turned out 
during the Lincoln county war, two years or 
more ago. Since then he lias assisted in mur- 
dering Sheriff Brady and Deputy Sheriff Hind- 
man, of Lincoln; killed Brunstein, clerk at 
the Mnscalero Apache agency, and Al. .Roberts, 
who was living at the agency; killed Robert 
Beckwith and Charles Crawford at Lincoln, 
July, '73; Win. Morton, Frank Baker andMe- 
Closkey, at Blue Water, Capitan Mountains, 
March,'78; a half-breed Indian, John Far- 
ris, 
and 
Grant at 
Fort 
Sunnier; 
a 


blacksmith 
at 
Camp Apache, and fi- 


nally killed Bob Ollinger and J. W. Bell, at 
Lincoln county jail while escaping last time. 
He was pursued and made frequent narrow 
escapes, to recount which is unnecessary; 
was captured several times and escaped. He 
was just twenty-one yours of age when he 
met his death, and boasted that he had killed 
a man for every year of his life.

Madrid was startled by a sudden irruption of . 
petards. 
Bombs containing a considerable 


amount of powder, and sometimes a small 
charge of dynamite, were exploded night after 
night in the principal streets of the capital, 
and the police were utterly unable to trace • 
the persons who threw them. The Qalcleron 
centenary interposed a weejc of truce, but 
when the festivities were over, and the gov- 
ernment began once more to make itself un- 
pleasant to the gaming houses, bomb throwing 
recommenced. For some time the damage 
'done was mainly confined to doors and win- 
dows, .but at last one evening three- children 
were tricked into throwing some bombs, 
which exploded and wounded them severely. 
This was too much, and the police began at 
last to look about them to some purpose. A 
young man has now been caught in the act of 
laying a bomb, whose confessions have impli- 
cated members of Madrid gaming houses. 
Thirty-five arrests have been made in the cap- 
ital on the strength of his depositions, and 
several more in the provinces.

Establishment of an Institu- 


tion for the Eeclaim- 


ing of Bad Boys, 


Some Facts of Interest Con- 


cerning this Worthy 


Enterprise, 


AV'e have received from Superintendent W. 


C. Sampson, of the recently established State 
Industrial school, located at Golden, a pamph- 
let containing tho rules and regulations of the 
school. The law founding this school was 
passed by the last legislature and signed by 
Governor Pitkin, February lath, 1SS1. The 
government of the school was placed in a 
board of control, composed of three of Colo- 
rado's well known citizens—lion. S. W. Fish- 
er, Golden, Col.; Hon. J. F. Giirdner, Franks- 
town, Col.; Hon. A. L. Ameigh, Fort Collins, 
Col. 


The law most liburrtlly provides for the 


commitment of live classes of children be- 
tween the age of seven and sixteen years. 


First.—Such as are convicted of crime, pun- 


ishable by the laws of the state. 
• Second.—Those that prove incorrigible, vi- 
cious and uncontrollable at home. 


Third.—Such as are proved vagrant, incor- 


rigible, or vicious, whose parents or friends 
are unwilling or incompetent to exercise 
proper care and discipline over them. 


Fourth.—Those found habitually wander- 


ing around the streets and public places, be- 
yond the control of parents or guardians dur- 
ing' the school term and the hours when 
school is in session, or (-who are habitual 
truants. 
' • 


Fifth.—Such as may be indentured to the 


board of control by their parents or guardians. 
This'class will be required to have their 
board paid by their parents or guardians, at 
the rate of sixty-five dollars per quarter, pay- 
able quarterly in advance; and give such- as- 
surance of prompt payment as the board of 
control may require. 


The superinteiulent of the school in speak- 


ing of its management says: 
"The govern- 


ment of the school will be parental, kindly, 
but firm.

beautiful streams of water uniting to form 
one, and is by all odds one of the 'most pic- 
turesquely diversified and most lovely moun- 
tain glens to be found hi the Rocky mountain 
range. Above all, it lies almost at our .very 
doors. At about three-fourths the distance 
from Colorado Springs to Manitou, a modest 
sign post shows where a toll road, scarcely 
noticeable at that point, turns off to the left. 
Following this we proceed up a succession of 
tortuous ravines, until finally it comes upon 
a well constructed mountain -wagon, road 
which ziz-zags up steep hills and over sharp 
points. It is only three miles, including all 
the windings, from the sign-post to Crystal 
Park, but such a climb 1 With every mile, 
you rise a thousand feet in the air. Wagons 
and buggies need good strong teains to stand 
the steady up-hill pull. Going lip on horse- 
back is easier; best of all for ladies or invalids 
is the sturdy, though somewhat vexatiously 
deliberate donkey. 


At every rise the spreading landscape pre- 


sents a most enchanting view. 
Arrived at 


the top you enter the park through a gateway 
of cliffs perfect in its romantic beauty. 
You 


find yourself inside what seems a little moun- 
tain bowl, where a Hip Van Winkle might 
have taken his twenty years' nap in blissful 
seclusion from the outer world, walled in by 
sheltering -ridges and mountains. 
It the 


bowl seems small to the eye it is only by con- 
trast with the great cones and peaks standing 
about it, Cameron's Cone to the west, Chey- 
enne mountain to the southeast, losser spurs 
and points enclosing it on all sides. 


Once inside the park you forget altitude, 


and are once more on your own level in your 
own world. Here there M enough to feast 
the eye and delight the mind. Streams^ flcwi. 
ers, rocks, paths, and trees, here a meadow 
brilliant with bloom, there afresh green lawn, 
yonder a grove of evergreens, almost as pic- 
turesquely disposed as if trained by the arti; 
tic hand of the landscape gardener, 
lu all 


directions rocks and cliffs, with the ever-re- 
curring tendency to the formation of curious 
looking monuments. 


As already said, we seem here shut out 


from the rest of the world. We might be in 
the moon or the planet Jupiter. But this il- 
lusion need not torment us long. 
We need 


only step through the gateway, and descend 
to the first point of ridge, or mount beside it 
to one of the rocky crests of the wall by a 
climb of a hundred feet, and the vast plains 
lie spread out to our view as far as the eye 
can reach, while at our very feet lie the hotels 
and roads of Manitou, tho streams, ponds, 
and irrigating ditches like so many mirrors 
and threads of silver, and Colorado Springs 
like a bird's-eye map. 


In fact, we, need not even take the troublt, 


to step through tho gateway or mount to the 
crest. At almost every hour of the day the 
shrill whistle' of the locomotive mounts clear- 
ly to this height, giving us notice that the 
railroads below are busy with travel and 
traffic. We are, after all, of the busy world, 
and in it. Half an hour's walk would tako 
us down to the Manitou hotels with tlie'r tele- 
phones and telegraphs, where we can feel the 
pulse of the New, York stock exchange 01 
study the Canton tea market. 


As yet however, Crystal Park is rural and 


natural, and still beautiful and fresh in. its 
artistic simplicity. There are in it' as ye- 
only the toll-gate and a few cabins and the 
new white tents of a few families of campers 
from Washington, D. C., Illinois, Denver aiu 
several from Colorado Springs who seek relief 
from the noon-day heat in pretty clumps' of 
trees. Visitors come and go, and ring and 
shout to each other as they stroll over the 
hills. The days are warm and mild, tin 
nights cool and refreshing. There is neithe 
the worry of business to harass tho nerves 
nor the fatigue or dizziness of mountain 
climbing and over-rarified air. Dog-days auc 
altitude are forgotten, and they eat, drink 
and sleep like the shepherds and patriarch 
of primitive days, in peace and contentment

This is a decrease of 
rom six a day in times past to one a day in the 
tresent, ligures sufficiently startling to attract 
itteution., Several physicians were talked to 
concerning this wonderful falling off, and 
heir views were practically the same. One 
iractitioner voiced the expression of all when 
e said:

;auses: First—There are not as many vio- 
ent deaths here at present as there were for- 
nerly—that is the decrease f r om law and oi- 
ler. Second—People have houses to live in 
arid fewer of them sleep out of doors. Third 
—The sanitary condition of the streets and 
illeys is good. Fourth—And this, one, by the 


y, is one of the most important when 


Leadville was in its first boom—a drunken, 
lissipated and reckless class flowed into it. 


They had no more care for health than they 


did for law, and before becoming acclimated 
ndulged in dissipation that would kill any- 
where. Tho result was they died like sheep. 
They wandered out of the dance halls and 
went to sleep in the snow. If they were not 
dead next morning they were dying and so 
things went. 
There is an end to all things, 


and by and by these people began to die out, 
and to-day there is not one left where there 
were twenty before. 
They are not dying 


iiow for there are no more to die—or hardly 
any more. 
Their place has been taken by 


sober, steady, civilized men, who enjoy better 
health by far hero than they would in a lower 
altitude.
